Waseimeron, March 4.—The Forty-first 
Congress ended and the Forty-second Con 
gress Organized today, in the presence of 
overflowing galleries of spectators, and an 
extraordinary attendance on the floors of the 
Senate and House. With the exception of the 
Lon-admission of the Democratic Senator 
from Alabama, there was a complete organ- 
ization of the new Congress. The Senate 
being a perpetual body of course elected no 
Officers, while that proceeding in the House 
was merely the ratification of the Republican 
caucus nominations, which passed off without 
any incident wortby of nove. The Democrats 
protested against the admission of the Repub- 
lican delegation from Mississippi, on the 
ground that they were elected for the last and 
present Congress on the same day, and re- 
ceived certificates from the military instead 
of the State authorities, 
publicans objected to 
of the Tennessee 
greund that 
a day not named by law. The questions were 
fully argued, and both delerations were then 
sworn in, with a reservation that the creden- 
tivls of the latter members should be exam- 
ined and reported upon by the Committee on 
Elections. 

There was quite a little sensation when the 
five vegro members appeared before the 
Speaker and were sworn in. Three of them 
are black. In the choice of seats, three of 
them chose seats in a row just in front of 
Gen. Banks, while the other two were sand- 
wiched elsewhere among the white Republi- 
can members. 

PROBABILITIES OF AN ADJOURNMENT. 

After the new Congress organized there was 
a most ¢mphbatic vote in the House in favor of 
adjournment from next week to December. 
More than twothirds of the members 
voted for that adjournment, and 
no doubt is fteit of the copeurrence 
of the Senate. Before the House voted, Mr. 
Dawer, who proposed it, was appéaled to to 
withdraw his resolution till the President's 
wishes could be learned, bat the House in 
sisted on a tole, With the result named. The 
impression bas been quite-geueral that there- 
would be a session of a month or six weeks, 
but the fact that all the appropriation bills 
were passed materially aids the vote for goinz 
Lome. 

A TRICK THAT FAILED.

Dr. Taft opened the discussion. He stated 
in brief te:ms the importance of attention to 
that branch cf dental research. He had for 
several months past given a careful attention 
to the anatomical sirycture of the teeth, He 
found that the Dentine was all of one type, 
yet differed in individual teeth as faces differ 
in individuals. He has worked with an in- 
strumenot in part owned by the college and in 
part Owned by himself, which bad a Capacity 
of ex thucsaud diameters. He had becn 
heoted at jor clamming this power for the 
instrument, but it was as easily demonstrated 
as the measurement of a :ommon table. The 
bony struc'ure of the teeth had received a 
careful examina'ion, and he was able by 
means ofthe cumera lucidi, to transfer to 
sbeets of paste board perfect drawings ot the 
various features of tooth stiucture. ‘The-e 
were exhibited tothe meeting and exciteda 
good deal of interest. The discussion was of 
a strictly ecientitic character, and developed 
very little of general interest more than the 
fact thatthe microscope is now regarded as 
an indispensable adjuuct to dental scieuce. 

The next subject for discussion was Den- 
tal Therapeutics. 

Dr. Rel. winkle expressed the need for den- 
tal publications in this depariment. 

Dr. Usmond gave bis experience in cases of 
sensitive dentine on the margin of the gums, 
He prescribed phosphates of lime internally, 
and applied nitrate of silver in solution. 
was objectionable on accounot of discoloring 
the teerb, eanpeoially objectianahle in tha front 
teetb. Cases where the teeth had become lit- 
tle else than sensitive gelatinous structures 
were cited as cured and restored to usefulness 
by this trcatment. e he modus 
operandi, which attracted profound atten- 


tion. 

Dr. Watt expressed bis satis‘action with the 
statement. sna amplified its correctness from 
his own experience, 

ir, O-mond came back to the subject with 
further experience in the use of nitrate of 
silver. He used it for sensitive dentine in 
cavities before filling, and found that !t re- 
moved all the sensiliveness that usually fol- 
lows filling. 

Dr. Willis Speke on the subject of diseased 
roots. He claimed a fair degree of perfection 
in this special practice, aud warned agaiost 
treatment with carbolic ecid. He found it a 
very troublesome and violent remedy. 

Dr. Kondeburb gave it as his experience 
shat he never sueceeded in saving more than 
one tooth in ten—never one that bad had ap 
ulcer at the reot. He bad success in tresting 
eepeitive dentine with carbolie acid. As Dr. 
Wills statea that he saved a majority of bis 
cases, he thought it important to the asaocia- 
tion to bear the modus Operand:. For his 
part, be found the only remedy for abs:ceseca 
at the rcot to be the forceps. 

Dr. Oewond stated that he seidom saw trou- 
ble reeult from carvolic acid. He found it ef- 
fective in his Own individual ca-e, and he had 
used it extensively since with satisfactory re- 
sulle, 

Dr. Taft believed the statements of Drs, 
Willis and Roudebusb both as worthy of_be- 
lief, for, a8 circumstances alter casea, 60 the 
leeth practiced upon by botb dentists present- 
ed diflerent conditions, and could pot, there- 
fore, stand for illustration in any case but 
their Own particular imstance. He was de- 
cidedly in favor of treatmen:—patient and 
intelligent treatment. . 

Dr. Morgan observed that strumous pa- 
tie. ts, and especially those of ecrofulous habit, 
aflorded very unsatisfactory results in treat- 
ment. The abscess and iuflammation could, of 
course, be remedied at the time, bat the con- 
dition would retarn and give new trouble. 

Dr. Rehwinkle strongly advocated treat- 
ment. Heapprehended that mistakes were 
often made by undertakiag treatment too soon 
or before the general condition of the patient

TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL COMMENCEMENT OF

Dr James Tavlor, Président of the Board 
ot Trustees, conferred the degree of Doctor 
of Dentistry upon the following young geu- 
tlewen: 8S. E. Harryman, Lawrenceburg, Indi- 
ane; R. E. Fivley, Mount Vernon, Ohio; C.8. 
Cae, Jackson, Michigan; Charles Welch, 
Wilmington, Ohio; J. R. Wilkings, Grenada, 
sietstne; J. E. Cravens, Indiauapolis, Iudi- 
ava; W. T. Wallace, Kingeville, Obio; John 
Rabe, Cambridge, Obio; Jos. A. Stipp, Xenia, 
Obio; and presented each with a copy of the 
Holy Bible as the rule and guide of life. Dr. 
Taylor gave the young dentists eome sound 
aud paternal advice in setting out upon their 
new eareer, and expressed in behalf of the 
college a warm interest and a sincere well- 
wishing in their future. 

The valedictory was delivered by Dr. T. H. 
Rehwinkie, of Chillicothe. The address was 
interesting, and commanded attention 
throug hout. 

Ap abstract only is given. 

After the customary words of greeting and 
coneratujation to the graduates, Dr. Reh- 
wivkle said, ‘‘as a speciality of medicine and 
surgery, Operative dcntistry involves a neces- 
sity for a general knowledge of the whole 
ecience of the healing art. Thirty or fort 
years ago this wou!d bave been sonsiéendl 
presumptuous. Its relations to medical 
science bad not then been 60 universaily 
studied, and were understood but by compar- 
atively few. To the noble and evergetic spirit 
of these latter, combined with their success- 
ful efforts, this claim stands to-day a fact, ac- 
complished and undisputabie, and our pro- 
fession is Dow elevated to its proper position 
and its mghts recogaized.”’ 

-he address next contrasted the past bis- 
tory of dentistry with the present vastly im- 
yesved and advanced science, glancing at the 

ifficulties through which tue fathers waded 
betore even a little footing could be ebtained, 
and congratulated the students of the present 
day upon the favoring circumstances by which 
they are surrounded for the development of 
their useful ness. © 

The graduates were warned that their diplo- 
mas were not evidences of completed work, 
but rather certificates of qualification to enter 
upon the broad and boundless field of dental 
sciecce. All the time spent in the dissecting 
room, laboratory and lecture room, together 


with the knowiedge gained there, were only . 


as practical lessons, showing how to system- 
atize etudy and conduct investigations to the 
best advantage. Self improvement, unremit- 
ting and constant, would be essential to suc- 
cess. Education is never complete; it is the 
work of a life-time. 

The immense benefit of dental associations 
was duly impressed. They brought minds to- 
gether and developed discussion, drew out 
experience and uuloldea ideas. The best in- 
tellect, isolated and leftentirely to itself, must 
of necessity contract, become one-sided in its 
views, if pot pedantic; but the wholesome at- 
trition of different mental organization brigut- 
ens the intellect and enlarges the understand- 
ing. 

rhe graduates were pext warned again:t the 
Par.ahs of the dental profession. The opin- 
iopated and relt-conceited quack was to be 
thunved; be was to be let most severely alone, 
The legitimate practitioner is always at a dis- 
advantage with them because he has no 
Weapons to fight them. They are profession- 
aily outlawed, therefore amenable neither to 
God nor man, 

In noticing the relations of operator and 
patient, the Professor said: ‘‘Your relation 
towards patients brings you at once into inti- 
mate contact with thim. Hence the neceasity 
for the 2xercise of manly frankness tempered 
with delicate courtesy. Guard well your 
speech, never let a word be spoken to a lady 
which the whole world might not hear, Con- 
sicer your Office sacred ground and never let 
it be profaned. While performing painful 
operations you are uoften times compelied to 
witcess exhibitions of the weakness of poor 
human vature. Tne most delicate and refiued 
ere at times so unstrung by fear and suffering 
as to do injustice to their real character. 

‘Operations which at one time they may 
have borne with admirable fortitude may at 
eno tam them biyvld Cuadlrance. ens 
of a highly ludicious nature sometimes occur, 
tempting you toan after description, but for- 
bear, and by so doing preserve the sanctity of 
your office. Some patients, particularly la- 
dies, sre extremely sensitive on the subject of 
wearing artificial dentures. I caution you 
against the too common practice of rm ferriug 
ove patient to avother, whieh you have no 
“om, , to do without firet obtaining permis- 
sion 

A few words were addressed to the public 
in behalf of legitimate dental practice, warn- 
ing it of the allurements and dangeis of 
quackery, manifested by showy sigus, adver- 
tising cheap work, and the like, and showing 
that duty and interest really went hand in 
hand, at least in the confidence and support 
of legitimate devtistry.

The Renaissance in Music. 


_Musical people are proverbially grega- 
rious and delightfully communicative; and, 
at one of their tavorite haunts, Peters’ 
warerooms, pleasant little conversaziones 
of an informal character are held almost 
daily, at which music and musicians ‘and 
other kindred topics are discussed in a 
manner both interesting and instructive— 
wit flavoring the narration, wisdom tem- 
pering the debate, and justice markiag the 
criticism. 

The older musicians grow “gently gar- 
rulous” in descanting of the Louisville of 
twenty years ago, when their loved art was 
in its meridian; when, auspicious union! 
love and taste kissed each other, and, hand 


“in hand, paid homage at the slirine of 


genius; when there prevailed a wide-spread 
appreciation of music—genuine, not as- 
sumed—based upon intelligence and re- 
finement; an appreciation which was mani- 
jested in encouragement of that patient 
endeavor by which alone may the obstruct- 
ing difficulties in art’s pathway be re- 
moved; when achievement of merit and 
evidence of progress met with dis- 
criminative “and kindly approval; 
when connoisseurs were a_ legion, 
and not a coterie; when, under 
the ripe preparation of application, and 
with an Underctewdieg quishanad hy otndy 
there was exercised a spirit of criticism in 

te largest and truest sense—knowledge 
guiding the pen, justice holding the sword; 
when an eager and cordial recognition of 
genius and talent, the votary’s best meed 
and highest incentive in efloft towards 


periection, was not withheld; when, in fise, 
all that was good and high in music found 
a home in the hearts ot the people, be 
stowing that elevation by which they de- 
tived their finest enjoyment in the purely 
wsthetic—their capacity for which (the 
clearest index of culture), possessed in such 
large measure, showed this to be the abode 
of the polite arts. 


You shall hear these same veterans con- 
trast those golden days with later times, 
and a tinge of the sadness coloring the 
comparison will be imparted to your spirit 
as they speak of the decline in taste 
which, for some years past, has marked 
the public feeling; in indifference to art in 
, all its eloquent appeal; in cold neglect of 
all high effort made to rebuild the temple 
of the graces; in its treating with cruel 
disdain the proffers of the bright 
children of genius to instruct in 
the delightful mysteries of their halfgwed 
service; in its wanton dallignce with pleas- 
ures bastard-born of inanity and trf¥olity. 

Yet shall you not quite despond, for 
they, discerning the advent of a new epoch 
—beholding signs of encouragement— 
presage a revival of their Golden Age—a 
Restoration—a Renaissance; and, the 
sadness excited, which—combined with 
your preconvictions of the great decadence 
—might else settle into gloom, shall be 
dispelled as words of hope and cheer fall 
from their venerable lips, telling that the 
priesthood has been preserved; that there 
remains a remmhant who have, in patient 
devotion, waited upon the dark altar, 
keéping alive the feeble spark which once 
burned with such transcendant brightness; 


that the flame shall, ere long, glow with its 
ancient light, as, in all the ardor of con- 
version, neophytes press from the porch 
to the aitar to kindle afresh the sacred fires, 
while throngs of worshipers, turaed from 
following after strange ods, hasten, bripg- 
ing glad oblations. 

Truly, welcome gleams of light shoot 
athwart the sky, revealing, in its taint 
dawn.blush, a prospect cheering and full 
of promise, in the cont®mplation of which 
hope looks forward with propitious eye, 
deriving comfort irom the survey. 

To those who have lamented the decay 
of art in Louisville, we can point with 
pride aud pleasure to the existence of an 
organization whose efforts to toster the 
cultivation of music, classical and pure, 
duripg a period of several years, have been 
signalized by a success which, while 
clearly-demonstrating that there is no 
sterility of genius and talent, no want of 


the society (we allude to the Mendelssohn) 
have uvited with the musicians who com- 
pose it in the reverent study of the mas. 
ters—a devotion which has brought to 
them a reward of an enduring kind, in a 
hightened and growing capacity for enjoy- 
ment{a concomitant of culture)—not to 
speak of the acquisition of the pleasures ot 
retrospect—a pleasure, perhaps, in stronger 
degree the musician’s more than another's, 
with its power, as by wizard’s charm, to 
recall to his finer ear the divine melodies, 
the majestic harmonies and the melting 
cadences which have once so moved his 
rapt soul, and be again subject to the po- 
tency of the conjured theme to chasten 
the spirit with pleasurable sadness—to 
flood the soul with joy, or fill his entire 
frame with a heavenly peace. 


Indubitably, through the means of this 
body, much has been done to elevate the 
standard of our intellectual relish, and its 
influence is one that widens under the 
benign teachings it promulgates. While 
we hail with pleasure the extent of this 
improvement as exhibited in the inereased 
interest on the part of those who have s0 
faithfully attended upon the ministrations 
of the little band whose high function it is 
to interpret to them the depths of mean- 
ing in the music that is studied, and, while 
we rejoice that. the circle that profits by 
these teachings is enlarging (a hopeful in- 
dication), yet we look tora more rapid 
progress in their Gissemiuaiivu. We wish 


our citizens to be apprised of the opportu- 
nities they have at home for enjoyment of 
the first order—enjoyment and improve- 
ment combined. Weare not- willing to 
accept the opinion, held by some, that the 
reputation our people once enjoyed for a 
love of the polite arts may be said to be 
lost. 

Rather will we believe that their neg- 
lect im availing themselves of the 
privileges offered them to re-establish 
their claims to the position of a 
music-loving people, by becoming 
the patrons of the noble efforts of the 
devotees of whom we have spoken, 
proceeds from an imperfect acquaintance 
with their high aim, and froma profounder 
ignorance of the excellence to which they 
have attained. 

The heglect, we are assured, comes not 
from indifference; and, we trust, not from 
apatby.

and intuttion such aswe have not heard 
surpassed were tevealed. 

A% allusion to the programme affords 
us an opportunity to give expression of 
our thanks to the gentleman whose fine 
cntical taste led him to. the selection of a 
beautiful composition of MER@MDANTE, as 
a theme to occupy his skull at adaptation— 
adask which he performed’to the entire 
satisfaction of all who heard, with pleased 
surprise, the beautiful tenor air, to the

Criticism and personal mention are not

tears. Art could do no more. 

, Phe bestowal of such talents as are the 
heaven-sent portion of this gifted woman 
brings with them a charge that she shall 
reepond to the calls of art; and she, whose 
songs are sermons, whose lyrics are lcs- 
sons, should ever stand willing to act as 
the exponent of that large music which 
she so well interprets. 

In all that goes to make a concert 
pleasant this was so in an eminent degree, 
with the variety of mass and oratorio—ot 
“gigue and fugue and madrigal.” 


We desire to again commend this so- 
ciety and its objects to our people. It 
there bas been a defection, let us return to 
our‘allegiance. Let us leave the carnal and 
dwell in the spiritual world of pleasure, 
and partake of the exalied delights held 
in reserve. 

Forsaking the halls where are heard the 
inanities of the Ethiopian minstrel, and 
are seen the puerile teats of leger- 
demain—sbaking the dust of the hippo- 
drome from our teet—-making our 
conge to odious Offenbachorgies and 
Black Crook bacch.nals—let us scek a 
higher recreation in “fresh fields and 
pastures new.’ Let us “gird on the armor 
of light and cast off the works of darkness.” 
“Watchman, will the night soon pass?’ 
The day is at band! it is here! and as 
aurora, 1n her aerial car, moving in triumph 
of gladness, sheds athwart the skies beams 
of rosy light, at whose approach “darkness 
flies away,’ sO we, entering the car of 
progress, and firmly mounted in our 
aurigal seat, herald the opening of the day 
of the new era—the dawn of taste—and 
at our bright coming all base-born pleas- 
ures, creatures of Inferno, shrink back into 
the “deep abyss of endless night!” 


A Bibliographical Joke. 
Schelars who burn the midnight oii are oc- 
casioually caught napping. In tbe Galaxy for 
March isa very amusing accoant of a remark- 
ble ‘insiance of this, showing how Mons, E, 
Domenech, of Paris, published in 1860, at a 
cost of about five thousand dollars, an impe- 
nial octavo volume of some 400. pages, pur~ 
porting to contain a fac simile of a veritable 
North American Indian manuscript. This 
was a collection of figures and hiero- 
glyphics, interminglea with letters 
and numerals drawn with great 
rudeness and simplicity in black aud red 
lead-pencil On paper of Canadian mauufacture, 
of which there were 144 leaves much stained 
and injured by sea-water. M, Domenech, with 
the greatest enthusiasm of language, made 
these the basis for the most learved and as- 
tounding revelations of the teachings of the 
red-ek:us in theology, cosmogony, mythology, 
mysticism and religious rites; taking for the 
primitive writings of ‘a sachem initiated in 
all the secret institutions of bis tribe’’ what 
were evidently the senseless scribblings and 
scratches of some ignorant German school- 
boy. 

In spite of the fact that not one single ob- 
ject characteristic of Indiau life appeared in 
its pages, neither deer, bear, tomahawk, lodge, 
epear, bow, nor arrow; but, on the contrary, 
in. the plainest German hand-writiog, such 
words as Hans, Maria, wurst, &c., &ce., be 
expatiates in the most serious, and therefore 
CuUMICal, Mauuer upuvu Loe remarkable devel- 
opmcnt of the savage mind. All the human 
figures were drawn after the orthodox juven- 
ile style of art—a small rouod mark for ahead, 
a larger one for the body, and two 
emall strokes for legs and feet. The 
mystical meaning of one page baffled the in- 
genious Frenchmao; he had to pass it by as 
incomprehensible Itrepresented two fizures 
facing each other, with their hands clasped on 
the place where their stomachs ought to have 
been, but which was represented in the draw- 
ing as caved in.

NEGRO TESTIMONY, 


Your correspordent has vever been sanguine 
regurdirg the enactment of a law by the 
preseut Legislature admitting the testumony 
of negroes in our State cuuris, but the pros- 
poet is brighter now than it has ever been be- 

tore. At the time wheo members were elected 
iu most pvrts of the State an opposition 
ulmost or quite fanatical prevailed, 
end people were ever, where to be found who 
sLould have bad better sease that saw little 
or bo Gjfferepce between negro testimony aud 
negro suffrage Whilstfrom the very com- 
meccement of the agitation of the subject 
pearly all the lawyers io the State were con- 

vinced of the propriety of makiug such a 
change inour tesGmopy law, avd most of 
them exprcesed themselves accordingly, the 
thing was £0 unpopular that i re- 
quired a brave politician indeed to 
avow bimeelf publicly im its favor. dn more 
than one instance men of intellect and high 
standing, who had given what ought to have 
been regarded indubitable proof of their 
devotion to Southern interests and institu- 
tions by jour years’ hard service in sucha war 
as the world bas rarely seen, were defeated 
for office on this question by dema- 
gogues, who, without having any merit of 
their own, availed themselves of the popalar 

rejudice. 

Under such circumstances, it was hardly to 
be expected that all the members of the 
Legislature, convinced of the propriety of 
admitting negro testimony, should have the 
boldness to proclaim their real sentiments; 
and thus it bappevs that our priésent Legisla- 
ture is composed of gentlenuen many of 
whom are in their bearts’ tm favor of negro 
testimony, but who fear to fake position on 
that side, because of the supposed aatago- 
nism of their constituents. 

The necessity of such legisiation , how- 
ever, of late, become so apparent,*anud the 
eyiaences of change in popular seutiment so 
manifest, that many even of these doubting 
Tbhomases are undecided as to whether the 
very best thing they can dotocarry out the 
wishes of their — and recommend them- 
selves to favor, ot to support the testamo- 
py bill. The most obstinate and inveterate 
speceees of negro testimony has scarcely the 

ardihood to take issue with the prediction 
hat, if the law is not enacted by the present 
Legislature, it certainly will be by the next, 
coming, a8 it wili do, fresh from the people. 
Such cing the almoct universe! ennvichon. 
it 18 less to be wondered ut that some mem- 
bers elected as anti-testimony meu should 
take position for this necessary change 
in our statute law, than that any 
are to be found willing to suffer themselves to 
remain bouvd to the carcass of an effete pre- 
— A good many are prepared to sunder 
the bonds thus binding them, and ready to 
prove that they are alive to the true interests 
of the people, and have made equal progress 
with the people whom they are here to repre- 
sent. Whether a sufficient number are thus 
advanced the legialation of the next few days 
willshow. AsI have intimated, the indica- 
tions are far more favorable thah during auy 
pat of the sessiop, and, were the session to 
continue a few weeke long rer, I should not 
have the shgutest hesitation in predicting the 
passage of a bill admitting negro tes'imouy in 
the courts of the Siate by large majoritics in 
both houscs.

SUSPENSIONS OF THE MAILS. 
{From the Frankfort Yeoman, | 

When the train trom Louisville arrived yes 
tezgay morning it was ascertained tat po mail 
was brought ember from that city or the inter- 
mediate cifices, aud no mail matter received 
from Lexington and poiuts east of this place. 
bere was ch speculation as to the cause 
of this suspemsiou of the wail service, and va- 
rious 1easors were assigned, bul it was not 
until a'latedour of the day tnat we could as- 
certa.n the faets, which appear to be as fol- 
lows? On Thuareday night it seems that Gen. 
Eli Murray, United States Marsual, who w 
here attending a political caucus of ‘nis party, 
was iuformed by some one that there was 
suspicious looking men in town, similar i 
appearance to those who had been seen here 
just before the rescue of Scroggins, and that 
the circumstances doubtless torocshadowed au 
aitack upou the train. Og recei¥ing this in- 
fermation General Murray, it appears, tele- 
graphed the fact to Louisville, aud recom- 
mended that the guard on the train be dou- 
bled. This alleged state of affairs haying beer 

communicated to Washington and instruc- 
tions asked for, orders were transmitted from 
the Postoffice Departmert to suspend mail 
service upon the route from Louisville to 
Lexington until further orders. 

This, we believe, is the true state of facts, 
and we must say that in the action of the par- 
ties instrumentalin bringing it about there 
was exhibited an unseealy baste and tendency 
to jump at violent conclusions, not warranted 
in a matter invelying ¢o seriously the inter- 
ests of a portion of the State of Kentucky. 
In the course of debate in the Senate yester- 
day mornirg, when the subject was incideut- 
ally refer to, it was stated that the inform- 
atian upon which the suspension was directed 
came from the Adjutant General of the State;

The Nation gives the following brief review 
Of what the pest year has developed in the 
| Wwritirg of history: The yeer 1870 has rot been 
_ __ ich in historical publications. In this coun- 


__. ty, especially, it would be hard to name a 


publication of the year which will take 
permanent rank in historicai literature. The 
conciuding volume of Dr. Draper's ‘History 


3 ef the Civil War” hes enough merita to be an 


exception, if these merits were vot balanced 
by equally great defects; at any rate, it takes 
_ Fesepectable rank. Several works, onghe other 
hend, which one asscciates at first thought 
with this year, like Mr. Froude’s closing yor- 
‘umes, Mr. Long’s third volume, and Mr. Lea’s 
“Studies in Church History,” belong, in real- 
ity, to the closing months of the year before. 
Onur brief survey, therefore, will net be con- 
fined to1870. In the field of ancient history, 
the second volume of Lenormant and Cheva- 
lier’s “‘History of the East” contains the his- 
tory of the Persians, Phoenicians and Arabi- 
ans. It had been intended to inciude the In- 
dians, but the plan was changed op gccount 
of the very doub:fal character of the authori- 
ties in Indian history. This manual contains, 
without donvbt, the best eompendfum of what 
8 known of pnmitive Oriental history, and 
may be recommended as not only serviccable 


. ~ but indwpensable to the student. The sec- 


ond volume of Ibne’s “Romusche Geschichte” 


has the same general character as, the first. | 
The author has made an eminently readable | 


bock, but wil! not keep his promise as to di- 
mensions. Taois volume only finishes the 
Second Punic War, so that the enttre work 
ean vardly be shorter than Mommsen’s. The 
tathor, who hes himself lived in England, 
is emgeged upon an English translation, for 
which we predicta good degree of popu- 
larity. Holm’s “Geschiekte BSiciliens 
im Alterthume” is 2a thorongh and 
valuable stady of a very important and ia- 
teresting brartth of ancient history. The firat 
volume’ brings the history down to the 
Athenian expedition against Syracuse, B.c. 
415. In mcdern history, the most important 
contribution is probably the concluding vol- 
umes of Burton’s ‘History of Scotland,” 
which reach to tbe reign of William If. 


This is admitied to be by far the best history | 


of Scotland in existence. Miss Jane Wil- 
liams’ “History of Wales’’ has neither the 
extent porthe importauce anc interest of Mr. 
Burtou’s work, but is worthy the regard ot 
thore who wish a more detalied account of 
the history of this interesting country than 
they can find in English writers. The second 
volume of Sir Edward Creasy’s “History of 
Evgiend”’ covers the period from Edward II. 
to Richard III. inclusive, thus embracing the 
‘“‘*burdred-year wa:’’ and the War of the 
Reses. It is not a mere compilation, but 
abounds in admirable ciscussions of important 
poiuts iittle understood. Baxmaun’s ‘Politik 
der Pabste,’’ in two volumes (1868-9), is writ- 
ten from a Protestant point of view, but with 
great impartiality, avd extends from the pon- 
tuficate of Gregory L. to that of Gregory WII. 
The author wes engaged upon a monograph 


upon Gerbert (Pope Syivester II.), to which | 


this was, as it were, a preparation; his death 
bas, however, frustrated: this pian. We fiad

After a con- 
Buiiation between the high dignitary named 
acd a pumber.of the bishops of the Church of 
Eogiand, the Archbishop of York undertook 
the organization of a pilav for prodacing a 
complete, accurate, and plain Explanatory 
Commentary upon the Bible. Perhaps it 
would be too much to say that the aid of all 
the leading Biblical scholars in Great Britain 
was secured, but it would be difficult 
to select pames more eminent for lcarning 
and piety than those of Dr. Rawlinson, author 
of “Five Great Monarchies of the East;’’ Dr. 
E. Harold Biowne, Bishop of Ely, and author 
of “Exposition of the Thirty-nine Articles;"’ 
Bishop Hervey, author of ‘‘Inspirations of the 
Holy &criptares;”’ the famous commentator, 
Dr. Lightfoot, whose works upon Galatians 
acd Piilippians are most widely and favorably 
known; Dr. Westcott, who has made numer- 
ous important contributions to Biblical Lite- 
rature, and who has just now nearly comple- 
ted a critical edition of the Greek Testament, 

Dr. R. Peyue Smith, the Rev. E.H. Plumptre, 
Dr. Thirlwail, the historian, and the Very 
Rev. J. 8. Howsen, D. D., ove of the joiat 
autbors of the well-known ‘‘Life of St. Paul.”’ 
While these distinguished names give the 
fullest possible guaranty of the scvolarship 
which bas been concentrated ou the work, 
they are also a pledge that it will not be the 
expocent of extremeviews.

And, first, it may be set dewn as cer- 
tain that science will not let us rest our 
faith in immortality, on the ground [o- 
larty accepted in Christendom—the alleged 
resurrection of Jesus. That argument 
has been set aside. It claims the right to 
submit the credulity of the records which 
contain the narrative to the same test to 
which it would submit the scriptures of any 
religion; and in so doing it says first that 
cue evidence is entirely insufficient to sub- 
| stantiate so wonderful an event as the re- 
appearing of the body of Jesus after his 
crucifixtion and burial. And though you 
could prove the fact of his resurrection 
beyond a question, the only inference 
science would admit is, “Then he was not 
really dead.”’ And you can bring no tes- 
timony to refute that inference. Again, 
a criticism based on scientific principles, 
if it chose to go into matters of theologi- 
cq! dogma and seutizient, might say 
further that if, as the majority of Christ- 
endom believe Jesus was God, the fact of 
his resurrection could hardly prove the 
immortality ot man. Orif, on the other 
hand, Jesus was simply a man, and his 
death and resurrection could be proved 
as veritable facts, it is no less difficult to 
draw from the premises the conclusion of 
an immortal spiritual existence for man- 
kind. Suppose one grave were opened. 
What avails that to us to whom the graves 
of our departed are not opened? But, in 
| truth, this argument for human immor- 
tality from the alleged resurrection of Jesus, 
which has played so important a part in 
the Christian religion, isa reversal of the 
natural order of reiigious ideas. The im- 
mortality of the soul was believed before 
the advent Christianity as firmly as it 
has been believed among Christian na- 
tions since. Soalso was the doctrine of 
the resurrection of the body. To makea 
bodily resurrection a proof of immoriality, 
as Christanity has done, is a parvenu ar- 
yument in the history of religious develop- 
ment. The only scientific value which the 
beliefin the resurrection of Jesus can 
have is to the historian of religious ideas. 
As an argument for immortality, science 
gives it no place. Again, science may be 
said to have compelled a modification of 
the argument forimmortality that is drawn 
from consciousness. It may be justly 
claimed that the advance of sciencein 
recent years has led to a revision of men- 
tal science. That doctrine of innate ideas 
may be said to be exploded. The human 
mind has no ideaat birth, only the germs 
of ideas, or, more properly, is itself a 
germinal energy. And it is now «ues- 
tioned whether the idea of immortality, 
however widespread it muy be, is always 
developed in the human conscience. And 
in any case, even where the beliefis strong- 
ly developed, and appears to be impregua- 
bly established, it is denied that it is an in- 
tuition.

the superiority of the hand-pump used by 
the resident employes of the old ‘East 
India pomyeny that they at once copied 
aithfully siuck to the pat- 
tern ever since. The Chinese ‘water drag- 
on, as itis fancifully called, is, to. be sure, 
but a sorry specimen of mechanical ef- 
fort beside the efficient and beautifull 
constructed steam fire-engine of civilized 
countries, as it strongly resembles a small 
squirt in the volume of its jet, and is of 
such limited proportions that it can easily 
be carr. OF dragged by two or three 


men. It is, however, 22 improvement on 
the yet older hand-bucket, and the Chi- 
nese deserve some credit for its adoption. 
In the organization oftheir brigades, they 
may further claim thatof originality, hav- 
ing only the vague accounts of the com- 
pany 6 employes to aid them in drawing 
up the needful regulations. It must not, 
however, be supposed that matters of this 
sort are taken in hand by the paternal 
‘government’ of the empire. On the con- 
trary, such undertakings are essentially 
rivaie. 

“The following is a list of the strength, 
copied from a native publication: 1 gen- 
eral superintendent, 1 foreman of the en- 
gine, 1 foreman to superintend work on 
roofs, 1 foreman of water-carriers, 1 chief 
horseman, 6 assistant horsemen, 2 hook- 
men and water-carriers, 12 pumpers and 
draggers, | well-opener, 2 ladder-carriers, 
2 engine-pushers and watter-carriers, $ 
lantern-bearers for housetops, 10 lantern- 
bearers for street, 4 lantern-bearers to 
light water-carriers, 1 lamplighter for 
housetops. 1 lampiighter for streets— 
total, 54. To each ot whom.a gratuity is 
awarded, varying from about forty to ten 
cents, for their exertions at any particular 
fire. In addition to these sums, paid for 
by subscriptions levied on each house in 
the district, the person whose house has 
been on fire is compelled to bestow apon 
the brigade collectively a present, in the 
shape ofa rosted pig, or its money value, 
the latter being usually preferred. Some- 
times, however, the sum thus collected 
is not divided among the members, butis 
added to the general fund; in which case 
the regular remuneration is on a slightly 
more liberal scale than that above indicat- 
ed. Besides this, the householder is also 
supposed to presenta piece of red cloth 
and some tinsel paper to the engine, 
which is adorned with them as trophies; 
and very proud its managers appear to 
be of these marks of acknowledgment. 

“The engines are antique-looking square 
boxes, on minute wheels, and are usually 
constructed” of teak or blackwood—a 
species found a in the south of China 
of areddish black color throughout and 
taking a high polish. From the center of 
the box rise the pumps,rudely constructed 
iron or copper cylinders, their pistons 
worked by a lever, much inthe same wa 
as formerly adopted in the exploded hand- 
engines of a former generation, the num- 
ber of pumpers varying from four to ten. 
As the idea of anair chamber isnot known 
to the Chinese, the jet is, of course, alter. 
nating, and its extreme range seldom ex- 
ceeds thirty feet. The total cost of én- 
gine and hose averages $180, though 
when presented by rich men to their fel- 
low—townsmen they at times cost more. 
The hose reel has not yet made its appear. 
ance, and the length of tubing is there- 
fore restricted. The engine-house and 
headquarters of the brigade is usually 
some vacantroom ina convenient loeality. 
Within it are suspended a table of the 
gratuities before alluded to, and a copy 
of the rvles which bind members of the 
brigade. . 

“Every member is provided with a coarse 
but serviceable uniform, the name of the 


brigade being painted on its front in con- | 


spicueus characters. He is also furnish- 
ed with a bamboo hat—that is a hat made 
of bamboo splints, platted together in the 
ingenious manner for which the Chinese 
are celebrated; and » wooden badge, each 
marked in a manner similar to the: dress. 
The object of this badge 1s to give the 
bearer authority to enter houses; as the 
moment a fire breaks out & countless 
number of thieves flock to the spot, and, 
under pretense of belping people to re- 
move their furniture, rob aud pillage in 
every direction. To guard their property 
under these circumst ances, it 1s Customary 
for householders to arm themselves with 
short dagger-shaped swords, which a 
brandish with fearful yells at the approac 
of any suspicious-looking customer. The 
scene at a large fire is indeed almost in- 
describable. Fancy @ narrow alley, at 
most but ten feet wide—the average width 
of Cantonese streets iseight feet-—crowded 
with an excited mob of natives, the fire- 
men shouting as they pump or haul the 


engine, the householders yelling to the 


| firemen, the police straining their lungs to 


cover of which they hope to pick up a few 
portable valuables without detection. In 
the background isthe fire, fed with that 
most inflammable of substances, finely- 
cut pine, of which Chinese houses contain 
an immense amount in their fittings, and 
well ms front is the mandarin, whose duty 
it is superintend operations, sur- 
rounded by his staff,who shout and how] and 
yell in competition with the rest, in order 
to make their master’s orders heard. The 
wildest mob of ‘civilized’ roughs that 
ever congregated is orderly in comparison 
with the surgingemass of humanity before 


us. 

“The alarm of fire in any particular 
quarter is eifiectively given by a device 
not unfamiliar to New Yorkers—sound- 
ing it from an elevated position in the 
district where it occurs. The traveler 
who visits Canton for the first time, and 
has primed himself betérehand on the 
subject ot Chinese architecture is gener- 
ally surprised to see numerous tall struct- 
ures —— from the surrounding 
roofs, and very much at variance with all 
he has been told of the absence of towers 
or steeples. em are certainly not 
Scares. but emulate them in height. 

hese are the ‘lookouts’ for firewatchmen, 
and are constructed of thin bamboo poles 
and matting. Though seemingly of the 
slenderest and shakiest build, they are 
secured enough, and the little room at 
the top is every evening occupied by the 
native whose duty it isto give the first 
intelligence of a conflagration. The mo- 
ment he.preceives symptoms of a fire in 
any part of his district, he strikes his gong, 
which attracts the attention of the watch- 
men inthe street below, who at once call the 
firemen. The latter jump into their uni- 
forms and hurry to the engine-house, 
whence the engine is immediately drag- 
ged to the scene of action. The imper- 
fect supply of water, but partially supplied 
by large tubs kept standing in front of 
the yamuns or official residences and the 
shops of the wealthier merchants, contrib- 
utes, more evef than the rude construction 
of the engines, to render the firemen’s 
efforts but too frequently unavailing till 
much life and property have been lost. 
It must, however, be conceded that the 
brigades work manfully and sometimes

effectual manner. In all cases, however, 
the engine-men are afforded plenty of 
room to work, and the handling of water 
from the river or neighboring wells to 
replenish the ‘fire tubs’ is, as a rule, well 
provided fer. The fact that each member 
of the brigade bag his own work to do, and 
does it with sublime indifference to the 
acts of any one else, is the chief element 
of the success, whatever it may be, that 
attends their combined efforts.’ 


ABOUT HANGING, 


The Fall Usually Adopted 
Inadequate. 
{From the Medical Gazet e.] 

Under the title of ‘‘Resuscitation from 
Hanging,’ a case of much inférest is re- 
ported in the Medical Investigator, a homo- 
eopathic periodical, by Bg. Robt. J. Jack- 
son, of Bloomfield, Mo., who is'vouched 
for by theeditor as a “regular physician,” 
aud whose appearance in such a quarter, 
therefore, adds another element of surprise 
to hig narrative. 

The subject of the experiments to be 
detailed was a criminal named Skegygs, 
aged thirty-five, in good health up to the 
time of his execution, which took place 
on the 26th of August last, at 1:12 p. m. 
The fall from the scaffold was six teet, the 
noose being adjusted in the usual manner,

r but the-knot slipped behind the mastoid 


process in the act of dropping. At*he 
end of fowr minutes a thrill was still per- 
ceptible in the radial artery, which entirely 
ceased afier six minutes,anda half. In 
four minutes more “all signs of life had 
disappeared, and the body was blue.”’ He 
was allowed to hang for four minu‘es 
longer (fourteen minntes anda half in all), 
when he was cut down and removed to a 
reom in the couri-house, some fitty yards 
distant. At this time, “the external ap- 
pearance was unmistakably that of a per- 
son dead—the pulse and heart's action be- 
ing entirely ceased. The ropé had made 
a deep impression onthe neck, and brought 
up tumefaction on both sides, which h 
the appearance of a depression a quarter 
of an inch in depth. Examination proved 
that the neck wa; noi broken.”’ 

Dr. Jackson, assisted by Dr. J. F. Me- 
Donald, now commenced efferts to restoré 
life. Artificial respiration having been 
tried for a few seconds without effect. 

The poles of a galvanic battery were 
then placed on the course of the pneumo- 


gastric nérves, and strong currents passed 


into the body at intervals of four seconds. 
This was scon followed by indications ef 
respiration. 

The sheriff who had executed Skaggs 
now interfered, and compelled us to sus- 
pend our labor ten to fifteen minutes, 
during which time the favorable indica- 
tions diminished. 

We then resumed the experiment as 
before, but were again obliged to desist. 
Ateighteen minutes after two o'clock we 
again went to work, and in a few minutes 
the action of the ‘eart and the radia! 
pulse were perceptible. 

The epiglottis now became swo?en, and 
the tongue had to be drawn forward with 
the forceps to permit free respiration. A 
few ounces of blood were then taken from 
the mediocephalic vein, ‘ine dilated pupil 
contracted slightly, ana 2'€0s of life were 
more marked. 

The experiment was again susperited 
during the succeeding thirty-eight min- 
utes, by reason of the wires of the battery 
having been carried off by the sheriff— 
excepting a few minutes while we passed 
the current through our arms. After 
recovering the wires and working-a short 
time, Skaggs swallowed a small quantity 
of brandy and water. 

At three o'clock and five minutes, slight 
muscular action was perceptible, inde- 
pendent of the battery. The circulation 
at the extremities was languid, to excite 
which we employed cayenne pepper and 
whisky. Sensibility of the cornea ap- 
peared. 

At twenty minutes after four o'clock 
the body was again rubbed, and the feet 
became warm—pulsation in the carotid 
artery was then perceptible. Until seven 
o'clock all signs of lifeincreased, at which 
time the pupil began to dilate, and the 
indications of life to decline. 

The room was crowded almost to suffo- | 
cation during the whole experiment. 

We then took twelve or fourteen ounces 
of dark, venous blood from the same vein 
of the opposite arm, when the pupilsagain 
contracted to nearly their normal size. 
The pulse, too,. assumed a strong aad 
steady action; also the breathing became 
easier and more regular. He now used 
the ocular muscles freely—his eyes fol- 
lowing persons around the room. This 
was most marked about nineo clock. The 
opposition of the populace then became so 
violent that we were obliged to relinquish 
all further experiment. Skaggs lived till 
four o clock the next morning. 

It is, of course, sufficiently evident 
that the supposed “corpse” in this instance 
was simply a patient laboring under 
asphyxia; but the case is interesting as 
affording another illustration of how long 
animation may besuspended without de- 
stroying the possibility of resuscitation. 
It also illustrates a proposition tolerabl 


‘familiar to medical men, but with whic 
légal authorities have not as yet concerned 


themselves: namely, that the penalty of 
henging, ac uevally inflicted. means, not 
sudden death, but comparatively slow 
torture by strangulation; and, furthermore, 
it is probable thatin many instances death 
does not really occur—7. e., the possibility 
of reanimation remains—until some time 
after the execution. Professor Haughton, 
of Dublin, stated in 1866 that no authen: 


 ticated instances of the tracture of the 


vertebra from hanging were recorded, and 
that in two cases, where the fall was as 
great as seven and a half feet and eleven 
feet respectively, the autopsies showed 
neither fraction nor dislocation. He then 
ascertained “that the shock of one ton 
dropped through one foot is just sufli- 
cient to fracture the anterior articulating 
surfaces of the second vertebra at their 
contact with the atlas, and that this force 
allows the shock to fall on the medulla 
oblongata so as to produce instantaneous 
death.” From this fact Professor Haugh- 
ton deduced the formula that the number 
of teet required for the drop in any given 
case may be obtained by dividing 2,240 
(lbs.) by the weight of the convict; a pro- 
cess which in the instance recited above 
would give a fall of fourteen_feet. It 
would seem that Professor Haughton's 
formula omits to calculate the increasing 
momentum of abody falling through even 
its first second’s distance, or some other 
disturbing element, for at an execution in 
Dublin last year a fall of fourteen feet 
sufficed not only forthe fracture of the 
axis but for the complete decapitation of 
the subject. in another case, however, @ 
similar long drop answered the desired 
purpose perfectly, fracturing the vertebra 
and stretching the convict’'s neck an inch 


Even if Professor Haughton’s 
calculation be excessive, however, there | c 
can be little doubt that the fall usually | times.

PREHISTORIC ARCHAOLOGY. 


A Hearth of the Polished Stone Age. 
{From Nature.]} 


On the summit of a steep hill between 
the valley of the Bas Roches and that of 
the Dheune, overlooking the immense 
plain of the Saone and commanding a view 
of the Jura, the Alps, andthe mountains 
of the Maconnaise and the Morvan, and 
surrounded hy numervus other camps, is 
the camy oi Umassey, which a Ses an 
area of about $00 yards in length, by a 
breadth varying from about 100 to 200 
vards. So commanding and important a 
spot was not only taken possession of by 
the Romans for a castcllum and by the 
Gauls for an oppidum, but was also occu- 
piedin prehistoric times. Several collec- 
tions of antiquities belonging to different 
periods have been formed upon the spot, 
but it was reserved for M. Perrault to 
make the interestipg discovery which he 
has recorded in so simple yet so complete 
a manner inthe pages now before us. 
terrace, sheltered by rocks from the north 
ana °ast winds and facing the morning 
sun, seeedto him welladapted for early 
habitations, while g depression in the 


ground in front proved, uc examination, 


to contain the remains of a lar, ° hearth, 
or it might be termed kitchen, and b-I¢ he 
instituted excavations. 

Beneath a few inches of soil he fouad a 
bed rather more than five inches in thick- 
ness, made up of ashes, bones and pottery, 
and containing numerous instruments of 
various kinds. The whole reposed on a 
platform of rough slabs of stone, black- 
ened like the soil beneath them by the ac- 
tion of the fre. Nota traceof metal was 
discovered, and in conqens Se objects 
found, M. Perrault divides them inte (1) 
instruments of stone, (2) those of bone, 
and (3) pottery. 

Exclusive of fragments some 150 stone 
instruments were found, consisting for the 
most part of hatchets, arrow-heads, flakes, 
borers, scrapers, hammers, mealing-stones 
and polishing-stones. No less than eight 
perfect stone hatchets were found, as well 
as fourteen broken, andof those that were 
uninjured two were still mounted on 
stag s-horn sockets, similar to those with 
which the discoveriesin the Swiss Lake 
we have made us so well acquaint- 
ed. 

Only twoareof flint, and one of fibrolite, 
the others being of chloromelanite, ser- 

entine basalt, and diorite. They seem to’ 
ave been fermed from pebbles brought 
down by the Saone, and it is interestin 
to observe that the same process 0o 
manufacture was in use in this part of 
Burgundy as in Switzerland, the splitting 
of the pebbles into the required form hav- 
ing been partly effected by sawing. That 
some of the spare hours of those who fre- 
quented the hearth were employed in pre- 
aring their hatchets is proved by the 
arge number of polishing stones, of which, 
counting fragments, upward of sixty were 
present. M. Perrault regards one of the 
smallest of the cutting instruments, a lit- 
tle triangular celt, as a religious emblem, 
but it seems more probable that it was 
used as a hand-fool, like a chisel, of one 
of which the sharpened end was also 
found. 

The arrow-heads of flint, twenty-three 
in number, — a variety of forms, 
leaf-shaped, lozenge-shaped, and tanged, 
the latter both with and without barbs.

Similar arrow-heads, 
if such they be, have been found in con- 
siderable numbers in Sweden, and a few 
in Denmark, as well as in some other parts 
of France. It seems by no means impos- 
sible that some of the sharp—based in- 
struments from the Yorkshire Wolds may 
have served a similar purpose. ;

The Isfant Child o1 ot a a Colored Woman 
Found Dead ina Box Under the 
Mother’s Bed. 

Amer'ca King, a colored Woman residing on 
Fifih street between York and Breckinridge.was 
Su-pectedof ha. ing given birth to achiid, one 
Week 2goO yesterday, but to all inquiries re+pect- 
ipg it she made eva-ive replies to members of the 
family with whom she was living. Two or three 
cays after its birth a physician was sent for, who, 
on examination, announced bis opinion in accord 
2bce with tbe suspicion of the hbousehoia, 
Lieut. Dosle and D.onis Meagher, hearing of the 
Matter, eet About Investigating the circumstan- 
ces three or four daye ago, and yesterday even- 
ing arrested the Womanaud lodged her in jail. 

They found her ig the kitchen over the washb- 
tuk, Sbe admitted the birth of the ch) ld, last 
Satu’day & Week ago, and, on announcing: their 
Geteimination to arrest her, at all events, she 
GQnaliy conducted them to her room, on an upper 
fvor, and produced a littie wooden box contatin- 
ing the body, which she had kept In that condi- 
tiou ever since its birth. The body was tn aa 
advanced state of decomposition, and the officers 
jucged it to be aseven-months’ child, though as 
to whether tt was still-boro or born alive anda af- 
terwards murdered the mother says nota word, 
Howeve, the reticence of the mother, and her 
concea'ment of the body, raise a sirong suspi- 
clon that it is a case of infanticide. 

The woman is very BDighly spoken of by her 
empiosers, and they hope at least t> reconcile 41j 
the facts with her innocence. The Coroner ha: 
summoned a jury of tnquest to set upon the case 
to-morrow, at 8 o'clock a. m.
